In the case of a county or a dis- 
trict borough the last possible 
nomination day is the tenth of the 
month. Here there is quite a 
large possibility of variation in 
the dates of polling. 

Lastly with regard to polling 
day itself.

Treatment of Gambo Land. 


There are some farms iu differ- 
ent parte of Alberta that have 
patches of whet is ordinarily called 
gumbo, which is a wery sticky clay 
formation. Some ef these patches 
are worse than others as well as 
varyiog in size. They are yener 
ally not so bad, but that persist- 
ence in a proper and systematic 
method of cultivation will in a 
short time, bring about a marked 
improvement. Tbe rest_of tbe 
farm being ood rich land and 
easily worked, it is worth while to 
take w litthe care and trouble with 
these patches, fur it is more prac- 
tical to farm them than to leave 
them uncultivated in the fields. 

If pains are taken to yet the 
condition just right in these patch. 
es, which is a medium between 
too wet or two dry, and get them 
ployed up once to a good depth, 
they ure easily handled afterwards.

Why the Cost of Living Is High. 


The poblic is now evidently 
about to commence from the op. 
posite-end of.a problem which bus 
been exercising the minds of the 
farmers. The latter complain of 
‘the‘amonnt that 18-lopped off their 
profits before’their: produce reach- 
es the consumer; the consumer is 
finding prices higher than he cau 
pay. ‘Thie’problem has in a mens- 
uré been faced in Great Britain, 
Germany and other 


operative associations at both ends. 
The enquiry that” Hon. Sidney 
Pisher : is setting on’ foot is.a  par- 
allel one to that inaugurated by 
Seoretary Wilson.at Washington,

Mr. J.J, Hith says: “Iu 1790 
there were 9 men engaged in 
raising food stuffs on the farms, to 
every tin the cities who needed 
foodstuffs, but did not raise them. 
At the time of the civil war, the 
number of men engaged in wres- 
ting foodstuffe from the soi], had 
decreased to 84, and the number 
who did not raise foodstuffs they 
must have, had increased to 16. 
In 1870 there were only 47 produ- 
cers, while the non-producing con- 
sumers had increased to 58. In 
1880, the producers had diminieh- 
ed to 44 while the others had in- 
oreased to 56. In 1890 only 37 
producers were left to feed 68 in 
the cities, and in 1900 there were 
only a fraction more than 35 on 
the farms to produce food not on- 
ly for themselves but for every 65 
iu the cities, I doubt if the cen- 
sus of 1910 will show that there 
are more than 30 persons engaged 
io agricultural pursuits to every 
70 who live in the cities.” 

“There you have the iogredients 
that:go to make op high prices for 
the necessaries of life. . Every 70 
persons who live in the cities are 
dependent upon 30 farmers for the 
raw materiale that-are neorssary to 
éxistence. The only way that the 
Win the sities ean get money 
with which to pay the farmers is 
to manufactere the raw products 
of the farm into finished forms, to 
perform professional service, or to 
assist in the task of distributing 
the products of factoriesand farms.
